The lottery gambling system was 


created in the eighteenth 
century. 


From Genoa it has spread over the en- 
tire continent of Europe, 
and 
the 


masses of Austria and Germany in 
particular lie entirely under its sway. 
The lottery nowadays is as govern- 
mental as the sale of opium, and 
equally as noxious in its influence. But 
it brings to the 
respective 
govern- 


ments millions 
of pounds 
sterling 


regularly in commission profits and 
it prevails. The procedure of the lot- 
tery, from a goverment point of view, 
is very simple. 


The state declares that a lottery is 


to be held for, say, £8,000, and adver- 
tisements are issued to the newspap- 
ers. Thea tickets, like glorified bank 
checks, are printed, bound up in vol- 
umes and issued to the government 
tobacco shops. The lottery is adver- 
tised, and masses are drawn to the 
gamble like flies1 to an empty treacle 
cask. The tickets are dealt out. The 
prices rarely range above a shilling 
per ticket. The tobacconist receives 
his or her small commission on the 
sales; the government does likewise, 
but on a much 
fuller scale. 
The 


counterfoils of the ticket 
are duly 


collected by the government officials 
and the bitterly pathetic procedure— 
bitter, indeed, to those who fully real- 
ize the horrid curse that the lottery 
system really is—of drawing the win- 
ner takes place on the ^appointed day. 


The counterfoils are'thrown into a 


wheel-shaped urn, with sides of glass. 
The wheel is seven feet in diameter 
and four feet in width. When filled it 
is whirled round rapiddly, and then 
the trap door is partially opened, and 
amid breathless 
official 
silence a 


specially chosen boy inserts his bared 
arm and picks out the winning coun- 
terfoil. The figures printed on it are 
advertised as the winning numbers 
and the "haupt treffer," as the winner 
is named,_ calls at the state bank with 
his ticket and receives the huge stake 
he has won, less, of course, govern- 
ment commission The lottery is a 
fair ami simple procedure as this de- 
scription shows, but there is another 
side to the picture. No greater curse 
blights the conditon of the poorer 
classes abroad. Philanthropists have 
denounced it in the bitterest terms, 
but officialism, while admitting all its 
evils, clings to the system because or 
the millions sterling which it brings 
to the revenue.

Harrison, was ia coainiaad of. the lo- 
cal troops at the station. The usual 
crowd was present aad the more curi- 
ous pressed forward to get a better 
view of the president on -his litter. 
This worried the presideat and he 
asked oae of the policemen walking 
at his side to keep the people back. 
Col. Harrison overheard the request 
and at once took steps to enforce it. 
'Throw 'em back hard,' he shouted to 
the soldiers who lined'the narrow laae 
kept open for the presideat. The or- 
der was obeyed literally, aad one of 
the first to feel its effects was Secre- 
tary Root, who was hustled back for 
alwnt twenty feet. The soldier who 
was doing the hustling replied to the 
secretary's excited remonstrances that 
ho dlda't care who he was. Col. Har- 
rison had ordered him to put 
the 


crowd back and he was going to do 
it. The war secretary was finally res- 
cued from his predicament by a secret 
sen lee man and eventually reached 
the president before the train started.

to do 


with this incident. It Isn't likely that 
Sccetary Root will have any trouble 
In passing through the lines during 
the Grand Army encampment In this

vided him with a Kpecial pass badge 
In red, white and blue colors."

OBITUARY. 


Emmons B. Philbrick. 


Etamons B. Philbrick died very sud- 


denly at his home in Rye, this morn- 
ing, and the township thus loses one 
ol its most prominent citizens. 


Mr. Philbrick was bora in Rye, Nov. 


14, 1833. He was the son of Jdsiah W- 
Philbrick and Sarah A. (Brown) Phil 
brick. After attending the sch<x>ls in 
Rye, he studied civil engineering at 
the academy at Hampton. At the age 
of nineteen, he left his studies- at the 
academy and returned' to Rye, where 
he taught school successively for ten 
years. 
, 


In 1856, he was appointed justice of 


the peace, and ever since has per- 
formed the duties of country justice. 
His early studies fitted him for land 
surveying and in this branch be he- 
came an expert. 


In 1878, Mr. Philbrick was a mem- 


ber of the state senate, when that body 
had but twelve members, and he was 
again elected in 1878-80, when, there 
were twenty-four members, tn both 
cases his district was democratic, 
while he was a strong and consistent 
republican. 


He has been a trustee of the Piscat- 


aqua Savings bank from its forma- 
tion. He was chosen president of the 
Rye Beach Railroad Corporation at its 
organization. For many years, he has 
been an Odd Fellow. 


He was twice married, his first wife 


being Miss Vianna M. Dalton of North 
Hampton, who died in 1869, leaving 
two sons. He was again married in, 
1875 
to Miss Mary C. Seavey of Rye, 


who survives him, with a soa and 
daughter. 


Mr. Philbrick was a man ol com- 


manding presence and one of the larg- 
est and most^ successful farmers in 
Rye. He was also deeply interested 
in the summer 
boarding 
business. 


With marked force and -integrity of 
character, he was one of the foremost 
citizens of Rye in public improve- 
ments and educational interests. 
He 


has filled many important town of- 
fices.
